The Gludslullian party at the British
general elections have ot been fully as
snccessful as was anticipated: Instead
of fromn 100 to 150 majority, as Gladstone
himself and his enthusiastic supporters

expected, Gladstone snd the govéernment | |

The aceuracy of the pre-election gauge
of public opinion is remarkable. When
the Salisbury parlinment was dizseolved
it was with the full knowledge that the
next ministry wounld be Gladstonian and
world carry o home-rnle measure
throogh the commons. FEven the local-
ities where the liberal guains are to be
made were pointed out. Thus {ar the
predictions have proved correct in the
main except as to maojorities, There
has been ocensional snrprises on both
sides, but the unifoerm gains of tory
votes in all parts of the kingdom pointed
nnerringly to a return of Mr. Gladstone,
but with a erippled power. His major-
ity eannot be aceurately estimuted until
the borovghs and rural districts have all
spoken. The tories concede a liberal
majority, and that the Irich party will
certainly hold the balance of power, as
it has done before. As the McCarthy-
itesand the Gladstone liberals are in
unison regarding the character of home-
rule legialution the probubilities are that
the present Irish factional strife will at
least be held in abeyance until n home-
rule bill is passed.
